Citizens Pledge Aid in Wiping 
Out Political Misrule Which 
Made the Outbreak 
Possible. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 
Springfield, III., Aug. 18.—[{Special,}—Con- 
vineed the danger of a renewal of rioting is 
remote, Gov. Deneen tonight ordered home 
the First and Fourth regiments of Illinols 
militia. There still remain 2,000 troops to 
keep watch over the city. 

The First regiment will leave Springfield 
at 9:30 tomorrow morning. It will arrive 
in Chicago over the Chicago and Alton at 
4 o'clock. ‘The members of the regiment 
made a demonstration in honor of Gov. 
Deneen at the statehouse tonight. The gov- 
ernor made a short speech, thanking them 
for their loyalty. 

Private Joseph B. Kien of company A 
ig the ay member of the regiment who 
regrets the end of feld service. As soon as 
hig active service ends he will be liable to 
Arrest and trial in the civil courts at Kanka- 
kee on a charge of murder, the result of the 
fatal stadbing of Mari Nelson. It is prob- 
able Attorney General Stead will defend 
Kien. An attempt may be made to arrest 
Miein in the morning or when the train 
passes through Mankakee on the way to 
Chicago. 

o \Wiolence in City. 

There has no violence of importance 
in Springfield toduy, the disturbances being 
limited to vandalism and several fist fights. 
In one of these « small crowd of white men 
and boys set upon a negro and beat him se- 
verely. He managed to break away and is 
said to have left the city. 

The only affair in which the militiamen 
were called upon occurred in Harvard Park. 


negro refugees were hiding in the cornfields 
and making raids on gardens and chicken 
yarés. A company of militia was sent out 
ané brought in the blacks without any skir- 
mish or firing. 

Reports of disturbances are being received 
from the mining towns near Springfield. At 
Andrews a negro was forced tc leave town.

New ‘York, Aug. 18 —I Spe. Broadway 
is in the hands of “The Devil.” And the 
devil“ 10 to pay in circles of dramatic art. 
The cultured world of buskin is all split: up 
over which faction of Thespianism shall pos- 
sess the American righte to the devil, also 
as to whether the devil is a joke or a serious 
but scintillating cynic. 

Oliver Herford’s and Henry W. Savage's 
presentation, The Devil "’ and“ The Devi 
possessed in common by David Belasco and 
Harrison Grey Fiske, hit town simultaneous- 
ly tonight, and roused Broadway toa pitch of 
excitement so high that nobody went to bed 
until they turned out the lights in the restau- 
rants. 

Mr. Savage produced Ferenie Moinar’s 
three act play, “The Devil, at Garden 
theater, the adaptation being by Oliver Her- 
ford. Mr. Fiske brought out at Belasco 
theater exactly the same play, but to a dif- 
ferent adaptation by Alexander Kofta and 
William Trowbridge Larned. , 

Both Mr. Fiske and Mr. Savage in state- 
ments made in the last twenty-four hours to 
the effect that each had the American rights 
to the play, with the further intimation by Mr. 
Savage that Mr. Fiske is playing it low 
down on him in producing “‘ The Devil at 
all had aroused so much interest generally 
that when it came time for the curtains to go 
up at the Garden and Belasco’s tonight 
both theaters were packed. 


Thousand People Turned Away. 

The audiences were ruled by emotion rather 
than by unbiased dramatic criticism. In both 
theaters at the fall of every curtain the ap- 
plause was continuous and demonstrative, in 
each case prompted largely by the enthustas- 
tic sentiment In which critical analysis had a 
small part. 
Owing to the artistic prestige of George 
Arliss, who long was the support of Mrs. 
Fiske, the dramatic critics flocked to Be- 
lasco’s almost without exception. 
Reporters with a knack for dramatic news 
wem to the Garden theater to see what Mr. 
Savage had managed to accomplish in his 
spasm of energy in which he hailed the prin- 
cipals from six states and drove them 
through their parte and hurled them out to 
compete with Mr. Fiske’s more thoroughly 


The comparison of the merits of the two 


was enough that Mr. Savage and Mr. Fiske 
were Gangling devils in each others’ faces 
all In the same evening and that the friends 
and sympathizers of each were uproariously 
applauding. The situation was entirely 
unique in the theatrical history of the town. 


Fiske’s Romantic Schemes to Win. 
The story has been told already how Mr.

ALL ENOW MRS. GARDNER. 
There are few persons in this country who 


read the newspapers who haven't heard at 
ons time or another of Mrs. Jack Gardner, 
the eccentric Boston widow, and her famous 
Venetian palace, brought to this country, 
stone by tone, pilaster by pilaster, 3,000 miles 
from Italy. This palace, erected at great 
cost in Back Bay Fens, and known as Fen- 
way court, is filled with rare paintings and 
statuary and other works of art that Mrs. 
Gardner collected in various parts of Europe, 
but chiefly in Italy. Perhaps more than half 
of Mrs. Gardner's fortune of $5,000,000 has 
gone into this beautiful building and its con- 
tents, which have been so often described. 

For years Mrs. Gardner hag tried to evade 
the payment of duties on the art treasures 
that she has brought to this country on the 
plea that her home was a public museum, 
works of art for exhibition purposes being ad- 
mitted free. a 


BONDED TO OBEY LAW. 

Some years ago she was permitted by the 
government to bring in a large quantity of 
things on this assumption, first, however, 
putting up @ bond of $200,000 to pay duties 
if she should not comply with the law. 

Although she claimed that her beautiful 
home was a museum, open to the public, the 
authorities soon found out that it was not 
the easiest thing in the world for the public 
to gain admission to her home. She put on 
a charge of $2 or $3 for admission tickets and 
then had open days only once or twice a 
month.
